age. Those experience figures make 


accurate estimates of future enroll­ 


ment possible, Tennyson explained. 


“An increase of 80,000 pupils in 


the short time of four years and 


150,000 in nine years does not seem 


so tremendous until it is realized 


that we will need 2,719 more teach­ 


ers by 1952 and 5,066 more class­ 


room instructors by 1957,” Tennyson 


declared. 
“It stands to reason we will have 
to have th at 
many more class- , 
rooms. 
“Leaders in school 
districts and 
state government should take care­ 
ful note. 
The situation calls for 
planning 
along practical lines in 
order that adequate provisions be 
made for education of these chil­ 
dren. 
“That is particularly necessary in 
more than half of the Texas schools 
in which children are already over­ 
crowded 
“It will call for expenditures of 
large sums of money. 
If each of 
tire 5,066 additional teachers was 
paid only the present minimum sal- 
I ary of $2,000 annually, that w’ould 
I increase expenditures by $10,132,000. 
"No one can hazard a guess as to 
how much additional money must 
I be spent on classrooms and equip­ 
ment,”

Farm Facts 


Q- 
W hat causes stiffness in pigs 
th at aren’t sick? 
A.—Such stiffness is usually due 
to a nutritional deficiency, chiefly 
calcium, and occurs among swine 
th a t are fed almost entirely on 
grain. 
Grains are low in calcium 
even though they contain plenty of 
phosphorus. 
Feeding a supplem ent 
to give hogs a balanced diet will 
usually overcome this trouble, and 
a good supplement can also save 
grain for the hog raiser. 
Q — How many eggs in 100 pounds 
of feed? 
A.—The national average is only 
about 155 eggs from 100 pounds of 
feed. But with today's good breed­ 
ing and balanced rations, a complete 
laying mash should average a t least 
185 eg 2S per bag of feed and may 
go up to 230 eggs or more. A fam ­ 
ous feed concern is now conducting 


I an unusual contest for poultrymen 
on this point, featuring seven rules 
of good m anagem ent which can in- 
! crease “eggs per bag.” 
A booklet 
outlining the seven rules and a con­ 
test entry blank may be obtained 
without charge from any Purina 
dealer. 
Q.—Should block salt be kept be­ 
fore cows? 
A-—Yes, as the am ount of salt 
dairy cows need is alm ost entirely 
an individual proposition, varying 
with the size of the cows, the type 
of ration and the am ount of milk 
produced. 
In addition, some cows 
seem to have a special appetite for 
extra salt. 
Milking rations should 
contain one per cent salt, but block 
salt should also be available for the 
cows to eat according to their in­ 
dividual desires.

I illian Revealed 


At last something had happened 
that could and did make people un­ 
derstand what this Russian situa­ 
tion was all about. 
It had been pretty difficult going 
for the world public to perceive the 
basic truth when it was obscured 
by 
confusing 
circum stances 
like 
currency reform in Berlin, control 
of the Germ an Ruhr, a maze of 
spies at home and political annihila­ 
tion of small European nations by 
Russia. 
What it all amounted to, as far as 
most people were concerned, was a 
m ess of verbal pottage that they 
wouldn’t trade for the comics page 
any day of the week. 
Then it happened. Mrs. Oksana 
Kosenkina, 
the 
Russian 
school 
teacher, jumped from a third-story 
window in the Soviet consulate rn 
New York to achieve the liberty she 
so desperately sought. 
Mikhail Sam arin, the other Rus­ 
sian school teacher, was wanted by 
the Russians but m anaged to retain 
his freedom. Refusing the Soviet de­ 
m and that he return to Russia, he 
tossed this scallion for the Com m u­ 
nists into the propaganda war: "I 
won't return to death.” 
And finally, in England Olympic 
athletes from Czechoslovakia and 
other Soviet satellite states were 
steadfastly 
refusing to return 
to 
their home 
countries 
aftcfr 
their 
taste of a free land. 
It all added up to the biggest 
break the western nations have had 
yet in their propaganda battle with 
the East. 
This was simple, 
basic, under­ 
standable: These people from the 
land of the Soviets—the schoolteach­ 
ers and athletes—utterly despised 
the idea of returning. They simply 
would not do it. 
Thus, it was in the end a few 
ordinary persons who destroyed the 
elaborate fabrication which Moscow 
had constructed to represent to the 
world the ideal way of life that 
existed in the Soviet Union. 
One Voice of A m erica spokesman 
said: ‘ This is w hat we have been 
waiting for in our war of words. 
This is something that can be easily 
understood by people all over the 
world.” 
The Communists tried frantically 
to cover this breach in their curtain 
by calling it, am ong other things, 
an underground conspiracy in the 
U. S. to wreck any possibility for 
peace between the two nations. 
But the villain's disguise was off 
now and everyone knew him. 
Try 
as they might, the Communists nev­ 
er wrould be able to explain why two 
obscure school teachers would seek 
their freedom so desperately, nor 
why Russia was so determined to 
get them back. 


PARLEY: 
Failure 


* F rom 
Moscow 
cam e 
crushing 
news for all those hoping for peace: 
The talks between the western d e­ 
m ocracies and Russia were report­ 
ed to be on the brink of failure. 
B arring a last-minute miracle in 
the conferences between the U. S., 
England, France and Russia, the 
East-West stalem ate would continue, 
along with the Soviet blockade of 
Berlin. 
It was reported that the western 
powers were getting ready to stay 
in Berlin under conditions of eco­ 
nomic siege, planning to maintain 
and enlarge the air lift to supply 
the 2.5 million 
persons 
in 
their 
sectors. 
There was, 
however, 
one slim 
chance that utter failure could be 
avoided. The three western am b as­ 
sadors were scheduled for a final 
talk with Prem ier Stalin, and 
it 
was a possibility that the negotia­ 
tions might be rescued. 
But the 
odds against agreem ent stood 
at 
about five to one, officials said. 
If the conference ended in the 
anticipated failure, it was thought 
that 
the 
Big 
Four 
governments 
would try to conceal the extent of 
the fiasco from the public in order 
to avoid the even greater degenera­ 
tion of East-West relationships that 
undoubtedly would result if every­ 
one knew just how hopeless the case 
was. 
However, if the Moscow talks did 
break up in futility it would not 
m ean necessarily that all similar 
negotiations would 
be abandoned. 
It would mean that any further ef­ 
fort to reopen them would be de­ 
layed until at least next spring— 
possibly M arch—after the election 
*nd inauguration. 


BUDGET: 
Unbalanced 
Will there be a surplus or deficit 
in the governm ent’s budget at the 
end of this fiscal year? 
It was a question good for a lot 
of politico! haymaking, 
and both 
President Trum an and his Republi­ 
can opponents in congress went to 
work with a will. 
Mr 
T ru m an ’s forecast was that 
the government would be 1.5 bil­ 
lion dollars in the red next June. 
In his mid-year budget report he 
blamed the Republicans’ “ ill-timed” 
five-bililon-dollar tax cut for put­ 
ting the nation back in the hole. 
Stricken with horror, GOP law­ 
m akers rapped back sharply: 
Far 
from harboring a deficit, they said, 
the treasury will close its books 
next June with a surplus of be­ 
tween five and six billion dollars. 
The President had juggled figures 
for political campaign effect, the 
Republicans charged bitterly. 
“ Another of the weird distortions 
which are coming from the White 
House w’hile its occupant is a nerv­ 
ous candidate for re-election.” com­ 
mented Sen. Styles Bridges (Rep., 
N. H.) mordaciously. 
Mr. Trum an had said that federal 
expenditures this year would hit 42 
billion 
dollars, while 
Republicans 
claim that actual expenses will to­ 
tal 38 billion. 
They charged, too, 
that the President had figured the 
national income 3.4 billion dollars 
too low for the year. 
Just who was right in the matter, 
if anyone, w'as impossible to say. 
The entire affair had m any of the 
characteristics of the kind of tem ­ 
pest in a teapot that is a run-of-the- 
mill event in an election year. 
Actually, even if President T ru­ 
m an’s estim ate turns out to be the 
correct one, the books still will show 
an “ adjusted surplus.” despite the 
1.5-billion-dollar 
operating 
deficit. 
That is because congress provided 
that three billion of the surplus 
last year should be shifted to this 
y ea r’s accounts to help m eet for 
eign aid costs. 


PSYCHIATRY; 
ff ar Cure 
How can the world prevent wars? 
Use of psychiatry would be a big 
help, according to Dr. John Milne 
Murray, professor of clinical psy­ 
chiatry at Boston university. 
A psychiatrist, he said, is one 
who seeks the reason for the fail­ 
ure of hum an relations in the indi­ 
vidual rather than in the mass. 
“ But,” he asked, “ what is war 
except a m ass breakdown of inade­ 
quate relations ending up in a tre­ 
mendous burst of self-destruction?” 
Take, for instance, the reactions 
of a child trying to adjust itself to 
a harsh environment. Under stress I 
the child may revert to archaic 
form9 of behavior, and that is very 
sim ilar to the impulse of destruc­ 
tion which, on a world-wide scale, 
becomes war. 
Therefore, knowledge of m ass hu­ 
man reactions should be employed 
to abolish war, Dr. M urray con­ 
cluded. 
Actually, it’s all very simple. 
If 
people didn’t act the way they do 
they w-ouldn’t have to fight each 
other. 
The trick is to m ake them 
understand that.

MASARYK: 
Murdered? 
Last March IO Jan Masaryk, for­ 
eign 
minister 
of 
Czechoslovakia 
under the Communist regime, fell 
to his death faom a third-story win­ 
dow in the foreign office in Prague. 
Since then M asaryk’s friends, as 
well as many who never knew him 
but admired him because of his 
hopeless fight in behalf of Czecho­ 
slovakia’s 
national 
liberty, 
have 
speculated long as to whether he 
com mitted suicide or was killed by 
the Communists who wanted him 
out of the way. 
The official Communist version of 
the incident was suicide, but too 
m any persons had too many doubts 
to let it rest at that. 
Then, suddenly, last month the 
doubts were crystallized. Dr. Oskar 
Klinger, M asaryk’s personal physi­ 
cian, asserted that the Czech states­ 
m an did not commit suicide. 
He was sure of that, he said, be­ 
cause he and Masaryk had planned 
to escape by plane to G reat Britain 
on the very day that M asaryk died. 
Klinger said that the security po­ 
lice discovered M asaryk’s plan to 
flee and came to his rooms that 
night to arrest or kill him. Defend­ 
ing 
himself, 
M asaryk 
shot 
and 
killed possibly four men. 
With the remaining men closing 
it, Klinger’s version went, Masaryk 
was forced closer and closer to the 
w indow. Then, the men either threw 
him 
out 
the 
window 
or, 
over­ 
whelmed by fear, M asaryk flung 
himself out. 
In proof of his conviction, Klinger 
offered this evidence: 
M asaryk w'ould never have com­ 
mitted 
suicide 
because 
he 
was 
afraid of physical pain. 
Also, he 
left no note or letter—a usual prac­ 
tice in suicides. 
Shots were heard in the building 
the night he died, and four coffins 
were carried from the place that 
morning before the Czech com m is­ 
sion arrived to inspect M asaryk’s 
body, indicating that four persons 
might have been killed during the 
night.

They fur­ 
nish about half of the feed for all the livestock.” 
That statem ent is quoted from the new AGRICULTURE YEAR BOOK 
titled “G rass,” last copies of which now are being delivered to congress­ 
men for their constituents. 
Purpose of this book is to contribute to the lore and practice of the 
American farm er so he may help to attain “ permanency in agriculture.”

Believers in grass 
expect

acreage 
to 
be 
in­ 
creased. and I have no doubt that 
this book will help. 


Grass 
means to 
these 
stu­ 
dents of the Gramineae fam­ 
ily, wheat, corn, rice, sugar­ 
cane, sorghum, m illet, barley, 
oats, many of the sod crops 
which provide forage or pas­ 
turage and the associated leg­ 
umes, 
clover, 
lespedezas, 
al­ 
falfa and others. 


The trend toward grassland ag­ 
riculture 
in 
America existed 
for 
some IO years but was interrupted 
for intensive cultivation during the 
war. Now it is increasing again, 
according to Cardon who has been 
engaged 
in 
agricultural 
research 
since 1910. But he points out that 
g r a s s l a n d ’ s agriculture supple­ 
m ents rather than replaces other 
farm production — 
for example, 
livestock production, with which it 
is inseparably linked. 


“ G r a s s l a n d agriculture,” 
he 
says, 
“under

m anagem ent 
m ay equal or increase the produc­ 
tion of digestible nutrients, reduce 
m aterially 
the

There are many interesting and 
widely varying chapters, progress­ 
ing from the general to the more 
specific. The editor, 
Alfred Steff- 
erud, has sum m arized the book as 
separated into four parts.

“Grass” is a book for elty- 
man as well as farmer, and 
among the v a s t compilation of 
data resulting from experiment, 
recqrd and research, there are 
even a few pages given to a 
panegyric whose poetic fervor 
makes up for what may be a 
lark of purely scientific back­ 
ground. 


I can’t help quoting from the ar­ 
ticle, “ In Praise of Blue G rass,” 
by John Jam es Ingalls who was 
senator from Kansas from 1873 to 
1891. It is reprinted from the Kan­ 
sas magazine in which it appeared 
in 1872, and has been widely quoted 
ever since.

HAT a r e “ b ro k e n 
homes?” The phrase 
is new, for it has been 
in circulation only a few years. 
But now one hears it on all 
sides. Recently I visited a 
home for boys. I asked the 
nice motherly woman who 
was in charge how many of 
the 200 eager, lonely, little 
fellows, whose ages ranged 
from IO to 15, were orphans. 
Almost none, she answered 
quite simply, as if that were 
the most natural thing in the 
world. 
“ But then where are their fathers 
and m others?” 
“Oh,” she said, looking cautious­ 
ly about and lowering her tone, al­ 
though we were alone, “ they’re liv­ 
ing. 
Well, no,’’ she corrected it, 
“some of them have only one p ar­ 
ent. But most of them come from 
broken hom es.” 
“ Broken homes? 
D ivorces?” 
“Well, 
both,” 
she 
said 
cheer­ 
fully. “ Mothers working, very often. 
The domestic situation is hard now 
and m any people don’t actually feel 
equal to the claims of children. So 
they send us a boy or two.” 
“ You m ean—” It m ade me sick 
to think of it. “ You mean they 
may have other children?” 
“Often. David,” she called to a 
small boy who went past us as we 
wandered into the grounds. “Your 
m other has another child, hasn't 
she?” 
Child Is Ashamed 
“ Yep,” he answered, not m eet­ 
ing her look. The whole story was 
there—the 
shame 
and 
bewilder­ 
m ent 
in 
a 
nine year-old’s 
heart 
when he was sent away. Oh, cf 
course, sent way to sufficient meals, 
a good bed, honest, kindly care 
safety. But they kept little Sharon 
and they sent him away 
His head 
hung, he looked fixedly at a pulley 
he had in his hand. “That's all?” 
he asked thickly. 
T h ere’s another home for boys 
near our city. I went there, h eart­ 
sick, yet determ ined to know what 
percentage of these little fellows 
had parents, too. And again it was 
the sam e story.

The much-feared, much-discussed

W ith in an hour the Home Serv­ 
ice Chairman had rounded up Io­ 
ta] citizens, including the City Mar- 
snal. who chipped in to relieve the 
«istress of the travelers. 
The baby 
was taken to a doctor's office for 
treatment, their food supply was re­ 
plenished and their car filled with 
gasoline and oil. 
The family was on its way to Tay- 
<r to pull bolls. 
A second family of six had gone 
from their heme in Baton Rouge, 
Louisiana to a small town in Utah 
where a married son was gravely 
iii 
The youth died shortly after his 
parents and brothers had arrived. 


The family buried the boy, paying 
ut almost all the money they pos­ 
sessed for burial expenses. 
They started back to Louisiana 
with the two small children of their 
son, but enroute the father became 
ill and an emergency operation was 
necessary. This completely exhaust - 
i ed their resources. 
They were tired, hungry 
and 
troubled when they arrived here u t­ 
terly unable to continue their trip.

The Red Cross came to the rescue 
of the stranded strangers and in a 
short time sufficient money* was 
'raised to send them on their way. 
In gratitude for the charitable 
deeds of Ham Unites the father said 
he would send the money back as 
soon as possible.

F E R S T A E D to the 


AILING HOUSE 


by Roger C. Whitman 


QUESTION: How should plaster 
walls that show dampness through 
the wallpaper be treated? Some 
say that using black asphaltum on 
the wall would waterproof it. But 
how will wallpaper be over this 
material? Aluminum paint is said 
to be good for sealing the wall. But 
will wallpaper hold over this? 
ANSWER: I would not advise 
using black asphaltum for this 
purpose. Your wallpaper m ay be 
pulpy and absorbent, and probably 
the plaster also absorbs and holds 
m uch of the dampness from the air. 
Before repapering, and after re­ 
moving the present paper, try the 
effect of painting the walls with 
good aluminum paint. Let this dry, 
apply a glue size, and then hang a 
washable type of wallpaper or an 
oilcloth type of wall covering. If 
there is excessive moisture in the 
air of your house, try to locate the 
cause. 


QUESTION: There is a “ ring” 
in the ceiling where some patching 
had been done. Will this correct 
itself if the ceiling is repapered 
after a lapse of several months? 
ANSWER: It is possible that the 
plaster m ay have disintegrated 
from excessive dampness or leak­ 
age, and the discoloration should 
be examined by a plasterer and 
taken care of before paper is hung.

494 555 to 494,206 for his opoonent. 
gf Stevenson, former governor, took 
the lead in early returns Saturday 
and held it until 
late 
Saturday 
Hi-ht. when Johnson f:rged ahead. 
It then was a see-saw fight, with 
first one then the other in the fore­ 
front, throughout Sunday as addi­ 
tional returns came in. 
Sunday night Johnson held a con­ 
siderable majority in the count, but 
Stevenscn nosed him 
out 
again 
Monday. 
The vote count will not be official 


until returns are canvassed by the 
State Democratic Committee, which 
will certify the nominee for place on 
the general election ballot. 
One of the political advisors for 
Lyndon Johnson said Wednesday 
that the vote returns in Gregg 
County probably will be contested 
by the apparent loser in the ballot 
battle. 
Stevenson was given 4.221 
to Johnson’s 1,973 votes in Gregg 
County. 


Johnson is repoited to have said 
that “ever since the big city returns 
were in late Saturday night, my vote 
has increased steadily—except for 
the alleged ‘error’ and re-capitula­ 
tion. 
“It is not meant to question the 
Texas Election Bureau, but the fact 
remains that my gains have been 
in votes counted and my gains have 
been steadily offset by corrections.” 
Texas election officials said the 
current race is the closest in the his­ 
tory of the state, o.nsidering the 
large number of votes cast.

essary for domestic purposes. 
“The new proposal makes worth­

In addition, some cows 
seem to have a special appetite for 
extra salt. 
M ilking rations should 
contain one per cent salt, but block 
salt should also be available for the 
cows to eat according to their in ­ 
dividual desires.

Randolph said bhat reports reach­ 
ing him from the Valley indicate 
that the need for cottcn pickers 
has been met without undue diffi­ 
culty so far this season. The cotton 
harvest is virtually competed in

Activity is well 
underway in the vicinity of Hous­ 
ton and Austin, with demand for 
labor so far being met. 
Randolph’s most recent informa­ 
tion from these areas shows the 
following prices being paid on an 
average: Victoria. $2.35 per hundred 
frtr picked cotton delivered at the 
gin; Par: Lavaca, the same price;

per hundred for picking; El Campo, 
Wharton County, $2.50 per hundred 
for picked cotton delivered to the 
gin, the same price being quoted 
at Wharton and Palacios, Matagor­ 
da County.

COLD WAR 
J illian Revealed 


At last something had happened 
that could and did make people un­ 
derstand what this Russian situa­ 
tion was all about. 
It had been pretty difficult going 
for the world public to perceive the 
basic truth when it was obscured 
by 
confusing 
circum stances 
like 
currency reform in Berlin, control 
of the G erm an Ruhr, a maze of 
spies at home and political annihila­ 
tion of small European nations by 
Russia. 
What it all amounted to. as far as 
most, people were concerned, was a 
mess of verbal pottage that they 
wouldn’t trade for the comics page 
any day of the week. 
Then it happened. Mrs. Oksana 
Kosenkina, 
the 
Russian 
school 
teacher, jum ped from a third-story 
window in the Soviet consulate in 
New York to achieve the liberty she 
so desperately sought. 
Mikhail Samarin, the other Rus­ 
sian school teacher, was wanted by 
the Russians but m anaged to retain 
his freedom. Refusing the Soviet de­ 
mand that he return to Russia, he 
tossed this scallion for the Com m u­ 
nists Into the propaganda war: “ I 
won’t return to death.” 
And finally, in England Olympic 
athletes from Czechoslovakia and 
other Soviet satellite states were 
steadfastly 
refusing to 
return 
to 
Lheir home 
countries 
aftc'r 
their 
taste of a free land. 
It all added up to the biggest 
break the western nations have had 
yet in their propaganda battle with 
the East. 
This was simple, 
basic, under­ 
standable: These people from the 
land of the Soviets—the schoolteach­ 
ers and athletes—utterly despised 
the idea of returning 
They simply 
would not do it. 
Thus, it was in the end a few 
ordinary persons who destroyed the 
elaborate fabrication which Moscow 
had constructed to represent to the 
world the ideal way of life that 
existed in the Soviet Union. 
One Voice of America spokesman 
said: ‘ This is what we have been 
waiting for in our w ar of words. 
This is something that can be easily 
understood by people all over the 
world.” 
The Communists tried frantically 
to cover this breach in their curtain 
by calling it. among other things, 
an underground conspiracy in the 
U. S. to wreck any possibility for 
peace between the two nations. 
But the villain’s disguise was off 
now and everyone knew him. 
Try 
as they might, the Communists nev­ 
er would be able to explain why two 
obscure school teachers would seek 
their freedom so desperately, nor 
why Russia was so determ ined to 
get them back. 


BUDGET: 
I n balanced 
" ’ill there be a surplus or deficit 
in the governm ent’s budget at the 
end of this fiscal year? 
It was a question good for a lot 
of politic*.; haymaking, 
and both 
President Trum an and his Republi­ 
can opponents in congress went to 
work with a will. 
Mr. T ru m an ’s forecast was that 
the government would be 1.5 bil­ 
lion dollars in the red next June. 
In his mid-year budget report he 
blamed the Republicans’ “ ill-timed” 
five-bililon-dollar tax cut 
for put­ 
ting the nation back in the hole. 
Stricken with horror, GOP law­ 
m akers rapped back sharply: 
Far 
from harboring a deficit, they said, 
the treasury will close its books 
next June with a surplus of be­ 
tween five and six billion dollars. 
The President had juggled figures 
for political campaign effect, the 
Republicans charged bitterly. 
’’Another of the weird distortions 
which are coming from the White 
House while its occupant is a nerv­ 
ous candidate for re-election,” com­ 
mented Sen. Styles Bridges (Rep., 
N. H.) mordaciously. 
Mr. Trum an had said that federal 
expenditures this year would hit 42 
billion dollars, while 
Republicans 
claim that actual expenses will to­ 
tal 38 billion. 
They charged, too, 
that the President had figured the 
national income 3.4 billion dollars 
too low for the year. 
Just who was right in the m atter, 
if anyone, was impossible to say. 
The entire affair had m any of the 
characteristics of the kind of tem ­ 
pest in a teapot that is a run-of-the- 
mill event in an election year. 
Actually, even if President Tru­ 
m an ’s estim ate turns out to be the 
correct one, the books still will show 
an “ adjusted surplus,” despite the 
1.5-billion-dollar 
operating 
deficit. 
That is because congress provided 
that three billion of the surplus 
last year should be shifted to this 
y ear’s accounts to help m eet for 
eign aid costs.

Nations Grasslands Stand 
For Security in Agriculture

WASHINGTON.—“The grasslands, hay lands and forested 
range lands of the entire United States cover more than a bil­ 
lion acres, nearly 60 per cent of the total land area. They fur­ 
nish about half of the feed for all the livestock.” 
That statem ent is quoted from the new AGRICULTURE YEAR BOOK 
titled ‘‘G rass,’’ last copies of which now are being delivered to congress­ 
men for their constituents.

F rance and Russia, the 
East-West stalem ate would continue, 
along with the Soviet blockade of 
Berlin. 
It was reported that the western 
powers were getting ready to stay 
in Berlin under conditions of eco­ 
nomic siege, planning to m aintain 
and enlarge the air lift to supply 
the 2.5 million 
persons 
in 
their 
sectors. 
There 
was, 
however,

slim 
chance that utter failure could be 
avoided. The three western am b as­ 
sadors were scheduled for a final 
talk with Prem ier Stalin, and it 
was a possibility that the negotia 
tions might 
be rescued.

about five to one. officials said. 
If the conference ended in the 
anticipated failure, it was thought 
that

PSYCHIATRY: 
War Cure 
How can the world prevent wars? 
Use of psychiatry would be a big 
help, according to Dr. John Milne 
Murray, professor of clinical psy­ 
chiatry at Boston university. 
A psychiatrist, he said, 
is one 
who seeks the reason for the fail­ 
ure of hum an relations in the indi­ 
vidual rather than in the mass. 
“ But,” he asked, “ what is wrar 
except a m ass breakdown of inade­ 
quate relations ending up in a tre­ 
mendous burst of self-destruction?” 
Take, for instance, the reactions 
of a child trying to adjust itself to 
a harsh environment. Under stress 
the child m ay revert to archaic 
forms of behavior, and that is very 
sim ilar to the impulse of destruc­ 
tion which, on a world-wide scale, 
becomes war. 
Therefore, knowledge of m ass hu­ 
man reactions should be employed 
to abolish war, Dr. M urray con­ 
cluded. 
Actually, it's all very simple. 
If 
people didn’t act the way they do 
they wouldn't have to fight each 
other. 
The trick is to make them 
understand that.

Last March 10 Jan Masaryk, for­ 
eign 
minister 
of 
Czechoslovakia 
under the Communist regime, fell 
to his death f*om a third-story win­ 
dow in the foreign office in Prague. 
Since then M asaryk’s friends, as 
w’ell as many who never knew him 
but admired him because of his 
hopeless fight in behalf of Czecho­ 
slovakia's 
national 
liberty, 
have 
speculated long as to w’hether he 
committed suicide or was killed by 
the Communists who wanted him 
out of the way. 
The official Communist version of 
the incident was suicide, but too 
m any persons had too many doubts 
to let it rest at that. 
Then, suddenly, last month the 
doubts were crystallized. Dr. Oskar 
Klinger, M asaryk’s personal physi­ 
cian, asserted that the Czech states­ 
man did not commit suicide. 
He w'as sure of that, he said, be­ 
cause he and M asaryk had planned 
to escape by plane to G reat Britain 
on the very day that Masaryk died. 
Klinger said that the security po­ 
lice discovered M asaryk’s plan to 
flee and cam e to his rooms that 
night to arrest or kill him. Defend­ 
ing 
himself, 
M asaryk 
shot 
and 
killed possibly four men. 
With the remaining men closing 
it, Klinger’s version went, Masaryk 
was forced closer and closer to the 
window. Then, the men either threw 
him 
out 
the 
window 
or, 
over­ 
whelmed by fear, M asaryk flung 
himself o u t 
In proof of his conviction, Klinger 
offered this evidence: 
M asaryk would never have com ­ 
mitted 
suicide 
because 
he 
was 
afraid of physical pain. 
Also, he 
left no note or letter—a usual prac­ 
tice in suicides. 
Shots were heard in the building 
the night he died, and four coffins 
were carried from the place that 
morning before the Czech com m is­ 
sion arrived to inspect Masaryk * 
body, indicating that four persons 
might have been killed during the 
night

QUESTION: How should plaster 
w alls that show dam pness through 
the wallpaper be treated? Som e 
say that using black asphaltum on 
the wall would waterproof it. But 
how will w allpaper be over this 
m aterial? Aluminum paint is said 
to be good for sealing the wall. But 
will w allpaper hold over this? 
ANSW ER: I would not advise 
using black asphaltum for this 
pur pc: e. Your wallpaper m ay be 
pulpy and absorbent, and probably 
the plaster also absorbs and holds 
much of the dam pness from the air. 
Before repapering, and after re­ 
moving the present paper, try the 
effect of painting the walls with 
good aluminum paint. Let this dry, 
apply a glue size, and then hang a 
w ashable type of wallpaper or an 
oilcloth type of wall covering. If 
there is excessive moisture in the 
air of your house, try to locate the 
cause. 


QUESTION: There is a “ ring” 
in the ceiling where some patching 
had been done. Will this correct 
itself if the ceiling is repapered 
after a lapse of several months? 
ANSW ER: It is possible that the 
plaster m ay have disintegrated 
[rom excessive dam pness or leak­ 
age, and the discoloration should 
ae examined by a plasterer and 
taken care of before paper is hung. 
When the patching w as done, it 
nay be that not enough plaster 
A'as cut out, and a dam aged area 
Rill remains.
